A.  the  selection  of  Carl  Strikwerda  as  our  14th  president. 
President-elect  Strikwerda  will  work  collaboratively  for 
a month  alongside  President  Theodore  Long  before 
beginning  his  tenure  on  August  1,  2011. 

President-elect  Strikwerda,  who  currently  is  dean 
of  the  faculty  of  arts  and  sciences  at  the  College  of 
William  & Mary,  will  bring  considerable  experience 
to  Elizabethtown  from  a distinguished  career  in  higher 
education.  Reflecting  on  the  appointment,  Board  of 
Trustees  Chair  David  Hosier  ’72  HTO  believes 
Strikwerda  will  continue  a legacy  of  strong  management 
, at  Elizabethtown  College.  “His  career  experience  as  faculty 
and  as  an  effective  administrator — combined  with  his 
demonstrated  effectiveness  in  fundraising  and  imaginative 
program  development — makes  Carl  Strikwerda  a great 
fit  for  Elizabethtown  College,”  says  Hosier. 

The  appointment  is  the  culmination  of  a yearlong 
national  search,  which  was  guided  by  a 15 -member 
Presidential  Search  Committee.  Based  on  a careful  review 
of  more  than  100  applications  and  11  preliminary  inter- 
views, the  committee  selected  three  exceptional  candidates 
to  bring  to  campus  for  meetings  with  the  extended  College 
community.  After  considering  input,  the  committee 
recommended  Strikwerda,  who  was  unanimously 
confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  late-December  2010. 

In  his  current  position  at  William  & Mary, 

Strikwerda  oversees  378  faculty,  21  departments  and 
14  interdisciplinary  programs  that  serve  5,600  students, 
including  500  graduate  students  in  six  doctoral  and 
1 1 master’s  degree  programs.  During  his  six  years  at 
the  institution,  he  oversaw  the  construction  of  science 
buildings,  helped  create  a program  in  community 
engagement  and  scholarship,  and  was  instrumental  in 
securing  grants  from  a number  of  prestigious  foundations 
and  federal  agencies.  In  addition  to  his  administrative 
responsibilities,  he  regularly  teaches  a course  on  global 
history  and  advises  international  relations  majors, 

Strikwerda  is  a specialist  in  modern  European  history 
and  the  history  of  globalization.

College’s  alumni. 

Albert  “Al”  Koch  ’64 
was  presented  the  Educate 
for  Service  Award  for 
Service  through  Professional 
Achievement  for  his  proven 
success  in  charting  positive 
courses  for  corporations  in 
peril.  Koch — who  is  vice 
chairman  and  managing 
director  with  AlixPartners 
LLP — is  considered  one  of 
the  foremost  turnaround 
and  restructuring  experts. 

Most  recently,  Koch  served 
as  chief  restructuring  officer 
for  the  General  Motors  (GM) 
bankruptcy  proceeding,  the  largest 
industrial  restructuring  in  U.S.  history. 
As  a direct  result  of  his  guidance  and 
effort,  GM  emerged  from  bankruptcy 
after  just  39  days  with  its  good  assets 
intact  and  resumed  production  in  its 
profitable  plants — resulting  in  the 
restoration  of  tens  of  thousands  of  jobs. 
The  assets  that  were  not  transferred  to 
the  new  GM  are  now  part  of  Motors 
Liquidation  Company,  of  which  Koch 
is  serving  as  chief  executive  officer.  He 
also  guided  Kmart  through  the  largest 
bankruptcy  filing  in  history  for  a retailer 
and,  as  a result,  was  named  Retail 
Executive  of  the  Year  in  2003.  In 
addition,  Koch  has  led  successful  turn- 
around and  restructuring  efforts  for 
Handleman  Company,  Champion 
Enterprises  Incorporated  and  Oxford 
Health  Plans  Incorporated.

Circumstances  sometimes  conspire 
to  bring  angels  into  our  lives. 
During  her  sophomore  year  at 
Elizabethtown,  Melissa  Lukacsy  ’10 
enjoyed  a spring  break  cruise  with  a group 
of  seniors  with  whom  she  had  gotten 
close.  Also  along  on  the  trip  was  Craig 
Anderson  ’09.  The  two  education  majors 
enjoyed  an  immediate  friendship.  “From 
the  moment  I met  him,  1 felt  like  I knew 
him  forever,”  Lukacsy  recalls.  “He  was 
just  so  invested  in  everything  he  did  and 
so  passionate  about  life.  Just  the  way  he 
talked  about  teaching  really  encouraged 
me  to  want  to  teach  even  more.” 

At  the  time,  Anderson  was  in  a 
valiant  fight  against  cancer — a fight 
that  he  would  lose  a little  less  than  a 
year  later.  “One  of  the  things  that  was 
so  inspirational  about  Craig  was  that  he 
didn’t  let  it  bring  him  down.  Whenever 
you  saw  him,  he  always  had  a smile  on 
his  face,”  Lukacsy  says.  “Even  with  all  the 
struggles  he  was  going  through,  he  was 
happy  and  cared  so  much  about  others.” 

Lukacsy  would  remember  Anderson’s 
strength  when  her  own  father  was 
diagnosed  with  cancer  during  the 
summer  before  her  senior  year.  Fortunately, 
the  cancer  was  caught  early,  and  the 
surgery  was  successful.  Lukacsy  returned 
to  Elizabethtown  with  the  knowledge 
that  her  father’s  prognosis  was  good. 

She  received  an  unexpected  lift  that 
fall  with  the  news  that  she  was  selected 
as  the  first  recipient  of  the  Craig  Stephen 
Anderson  ’09  Memorial  Scholarship.  The 
scholarship  was  established  in  Anderson’s 
memory  by  his  loving  parents — Craig’s 
mother,  Susan  Reynolds,  and  Craig’s 
father,  Ron  Anderson,  along  with  his 
wife,  Mary  Jane.  Desiring  to  honor  Craig’s 
memory,  the  families  joined  in  the 
creation  of  the  scholarship,  which  is 
awarded  annually  to  an  Elizabethtown 
student  whose  family  has  been  touched 
by  cancer.  Elizabethtown  faculty,  staff 
and  students,  as  well  as  friends  and  Ron 
Anderson’s  employer,  Malvern  Federal 
Savings  Bank,  also  contributed  to 
the  fund.

NIH  GRANT  CONTINUES  RESEARCH  ON  BIOLOGY  OF  AGING 
A team  of  researchers,  including  Associate  Professor  of  Biology  Diane  Bridge,  was 
awarded  a $1.1  million  grant  from  the  National  Institutes  of  Health  (NIH)  to  study 
the  biology  of  aging.  The  grant — which  continues  a longtime  partnership  between 
Bridge  and  Daniel  Martinez,  chair  of  Pomona  College’s  Biology  Department — will 
provide  stipends  for  student  researchers  and  funds  for  equipment  and  supplies  over 
the  next  five  years. 

Like  Spanish  explorer  Juan  Ponce  de  Leon,  Bridge  and  her  collaborators  are 
looking  for  biological  secrets  to  human  longevity.  Instead  of  a fountain  of  youth, 
though,  they  seek  to  understand  causes  of  differences  in  longevity  by  studying  the 
simple  invertebrate  Hydra,  a freshwater  genus  of  the  phylum  Cnidaria  and  cousin 
to  the  better  known  jellyfish. 

Some  species  of  Hydra  do  not  show  declining  health  as  they  age,  but  can  apparently 
survive  indefinitely.  Members  of  other  species  live  only  a specific  amount  of  time  after 
reproducing.  The  NIH  grant  will  allow  the  team  to  investigate  whether  the  difference 
in  life  spans  among  Hydra  species  correlates  to  levels  of  heat  shock  proteins  (HSPs). 

HSPs — which  are  found  in  virtually  all  organisms  and  are  expressed  when  cells 
are  exposed  to  elevated  temperatures  or  other  stresses — help  to  minimize  levels  of 
abnormally-folded  proteins.  Aggregations  of  abnormally-folded  proteins  are  associated 
with  human  diseases  including  Alzheimer’s  disease  and  Parkinson’s  disease.  Hydra 
have  stem  cells  that  can  replenish  all  of  the  cells  in  their  bodies,  and  HSPs  may 
prevent  damage  to  these  stem  cells,  permitting  members  of  some  Hydra  species  to 
live  a long  time  without  any  decline  in  health.  Information  about  their  roles  in  Hydra 
may  provide  insight  into  how  HSPs  protect  human  cells  during  the  aging  process. 

For  almost  two  decades,  Bridge 
has  been  conducting  research  and 
publishing  articles  on  the  biology 
of  the  Cnidaria.  Since  joining  the 
College’s  faculty,  she  has  involved 
Elizabethtown’s  students  in  her 
scholarship.  In  fact,  research 
projects  conducted  hy  Rebecca 
Holler  ’09  and  Alexander 
Theofiles  ’07  during  their  time 
at  Elizabethtown  provided  the 
preliminary  data  for  the  current 
NIH  grant  application. 

As  many  of  the  genetic  pathways 
important  in  human  development  also 
are  involved  in  Cmdarian  development, 
the  Hydra  (shown  right)  may  offer 
insights  into  human  health. 
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News  Talk  ZB,  a national  radio  station 
in  New  Zealand.  In  October  2010, 
McClellan  and  W.  Wesley  McDonald 
were  featured  on  PCN-TV’s  “Call- 
In:  Election  2010.”  McDonald  also 
informed  midterm  election  editorials  in 
the  Pittsburgh  Tribune-Review  and  The 
Philadelphia  Daily  News.  Oya  Ozkanca 
published  “International  Law  and  the 
Position  of  Kosovo  in  Contemporary 
International  Community”  in  the 
University  of  Prishtina’s  journal  Juristi.

SUPPORTING  FAMILIES  IN  ECONOMICALLY  UNCERTAIN  TIMES 

In  October  2010,  human  services  professionals  and  students  from  around  the  region 
congregated  at  Elizabethtown  College  to  share  insights  and  present  research  at  the 
20th  Annual  Building  Strong  Families  Conference.  The  symposium,  which  was  sponsored 
by  The  Mid-Atlantic  Council  on  Family  Relations  (MACFR)  and  Elizabethtown’s 
Department  of  Sociology  and  Anthropology,  focused  on  supporting  families  in  times 
of  economic  uncertainty.  Michele  Lee  Kozimor-King  ’93,  associate  professor  of  sociology 
and  MACFR  president,  co-chaired  the  conference  planning  committee. 

Offering  the  conference  keynote  address  was  pioneering  scholar  and  public 
sociologist  Naomi  Gerstel,  who  is  the  Eastern  Sociological  Society’s  Robin  L. 

Williams  Jr.  Lecturer.  In  her  address,  “Rethinking  Families:  Economic  Conditions, 
Kinship  and  Marriage,”  Gerstel  contended  our  society’s  widespread  focus  on  the 
nuclear  family  has  created  discriminatory  federal  social  and  corporate  benefit  policies. 
“This  narrow  view  of  the  family  contains  strong  biases  . . . primarily  race  and  class 
biases,”  suggested  Gerstel.  Illustrating  her  premise  with  discussions  of  cultural  norms 
and  examples  from  U.S.  Medicare,  family  leave,  and  healthcare  policies,  Gerstel  stated, 
“Today  in  the  United  States,  caring  for  family  is  a privilege,  rather  than  a right.”  She 
emphasized  that  policymakers  should  be  encouraged  to  broaden  their  definition  of 
family  so  that  economically  disadvantaged  extended  families  are  not  left  behind.

Men's  Cross  Country 

Although  the  men’s  cross  country  season  was  highlighted  with 
solid  team  performances,  the  team’s  second-place  finish  against 
nationally-ranked  competitors  at  the  Oberlin  College  Inter- 
Regional  Rumble  stood  above  the  rest.  At  the  meet,  Charlie 
Larsen  ’12  led  the  Blue  Jays  with  a lOth-place  finish.  Momentum 
from  that  run  carried  over  to  the  Battle  for  the  Buggy,  with  Eric 
Reichert  ’12  claiming  victory  and  the  Blue  Jays  taking  the  team 
title.  A week  later,  the  team  took  the  MAC  title — the  11th  in 
program  history.  Larsen  (25:38.38)  edged  out  Reichert  by  three- 
tenths  of  a second  to  claim  the  individual  title,  while  the  Blue  Jays 
placed  eight  runners  in  the  top  10.  Larsen  grabbed  MAC  Runner 
of  the  Year  honors,  while  Stephen  Welsh  ’14  was  named  MAC 
Rookie  of  the  Year.  Head  coach  Chris  Straub  was  recognized 
with  his  ninth  MAC  Coach  of  the  Year  award.  The  Blue  Jays 
finished  fourth  at  the  NCAA  Division  III  Mideast  Regional 
championships,  before  earning  an  at-large  bid  to  nationals.  The 
team  matched  a program-best  1 4th-place  finish  at  the  NCAA 
Division  111  Cross  Country  championships  and  was  ranked  14th 
in  the  final  U.S.  Track  & Field  and  Cross  Country  Coaches 
Association  NCAA  Division  III  National  Coaches’  Poll.  Reichert, 


who  finished  11th  at  the  championships,  became  the  school’s 
first  two-time  men’s  cross  country  All-American. 

Women's  Cross  Country 

The  women’s  cross  country  team  enjoyed  its  best  season 
in  program  history,  placing  1 1th  in  the  NCAA  Division  III 
championships  and  ranked  1 1th  in  the  final  U.S.  Track  & 

Field  and  Cross  Country  Coaches  Association  NCAA  Division 
III  National  Coaches’  Poll.  Consistency  was  the  name  of  the 
game.  The  Blue  Jays  won  two  meets — the  Delaware  Valley 
College  Invitational  and  the  MAC  championships — but, 
more  impressively,  finished  outside  the  top-five  in  just  one 
of  its  eight  meets.  Taryn  Shank  T3  placed  third  at  the  MAC 
championships  and  finished  52nd  at  nationals,  marking  the 
second-best  performance  in  team  history.  Traci  Tempone  T4, 
Eileen  Cody  T4  and  Kristen  O’Brien  ’ll  collected  top- 10 
finishes  at  the  MAC  championships.  E-town  was  represented 
by  seven  All-MAC  honorees  and  two  All-Mideast  Region 
selections.  Tempone  garnered  Rookie  of  the  Year  honors. 

Field  Hockey 

Elizabethtown  secured  double-digit  victories  (14-5)  and  a berth 
in  the  Commonwealth  Conference  playoffs  for  a sixth  straight 
season  under  the  leadership  of  Head  Coach  Brandy  Michael. 
Leading  the  team  in  scoring  for  the  third  time  in  her  career, 

Liz  DeMatteis  ’ll  marked  career  highs  in  goals  (24),  points  (53) 
and  game-winning  goals  (7).  She  concluded  her  collegiate  career 
ranked  sixth  in  program  history  in  goals  (55)  and  is  just  the 
10th  player  to  eclipse  the  100-point  barrier,  finishing  with  129. 
Defender  Linsey  Fasold  ’ll  and  midfielder  Julie  Foster  ’ll  earned 
All-Commonwealth  First  Team  recognition,  while  DeMatteis  was 
chosen  as  an  All-Commonwealth  Second  Team  forward.  Lindy 
Hamp  T3  was  strong  in  goal  with  1.89  goals  against  average, 

13  wins  and  two  shutouts.  Elizabethtown — which  finished  with 
a 5-2  conference  record  and  third  place  in  the  regular  season 
standings — advanced  to  the  Commonwealth  Conference 
semifinals  before  falling  to  nationally-ranked  Lebanon  Valley. 

Men's  Soccer 

Led  hy  Head  Coach  Skip  Roderick  ’74,  the  Blue  Jays  finished 
13-3-1  and  advanced  to  the  Commonwealth  Conference 
finals  for  the  first  time  since  2007.  Cameron  Gettel  ’ll,  Tony 
Pacella  ’ll,  Javeim  Blanchette  T3  and  Eric  Carr  T3  earned 
All-Commonwealth  Conference  First  Team  honors.  The  players 
also  comprised  Elizabethtown’s  contingent  of  National  Soccer 
Coaches  Association  of  America/Performance  Subaru  All-Mid- 
Atlantic  Region  selections.  Blanchette — who  left  late  in  the 
season  to  represent  the  St.  Kitts  and  Nevis  national  team — 
ranked  among  the  conference  leaders  in  goals  (8)  and  points  (20). 
Carr  registered  six  shutouts,  including  five  in  a row  in  October 
for  nearly  530  goal-less  minutes  of  play.  Collectively,  the  Blue 
Jays  had  the  second  best  offense  and  defense  in  the  conference, 
ranking  second  in  goals  (35),  assists  (27),  goals  allowed  (13), 
goals  against  average  (0.79),  and  shutouts  (8).

Despite  an  unexpected  coaching  transition,  the  Blue  Jays 
showed  their  mettle  in  finishing  8-7-3  for  the  season.  Jason 
Petronis — who  took  over  mid-season  as  head  coach — rallied 
the  Blue  Jays  to  a 3-3-1  record  in  their  final  seven  matches. 
Laura  Wingert  ’13,  who  registered  at  least  one  point  in  10 
of  18  games,  scored  seven  points  (four  goals,  three  assists)  in 
two  late-September  wins  over  Moravian  and  Stevenson.  Three 
Elizabethtown  players  earned  All-Conference  recognition, 
as  Wingert  and  Amy  Bunting  ’13  were  chosen  to  the 
All-Commonwealth  First  Team,  and  Paige  Minka  ’ll  found 
a spot  on  the  second  team. 

Men's  Tennis 

Powering  his  way  to  a MAC  flight  one  singles  title,  Manrique 
Arrea  T3  took  down  two  opponents  before  defeating 
Manhattanville’s  Julian  Oribe  in  straight  sets  in  the  final.  Billy 
Freitag  ’14  and  Cole  Turula  T4  teamed  to  bring  the  Blue  Jays 
another  title  at  flight  four  doubles,  defeating  Alfonso  Hidrobo 
and  Chris  Lin,  of  Manhattanville,  in  the  title  match.  In 
addition  to  the  championships,  the  E-town  men  placed  Paul 
Whitman  ’14  (No.  6 singles)  and  Turula  (No.  7 singles)  in  title 
matches.  The  pairs  of  Arrea  and  Josh  Riehl  T3  (No.  1 doubles) 
and  Whitman  and  Bryan  Metz  T 1 (No.  3 doubles)  each 
reached  their  flight’s  championship  matches. 

Women's  Tennis 

Madison  Pipkin  T3  (No.  2 singles)  and  Kristi  Noecker  ’13 
(No.  3 singles)  finished  as  runners-up  in  their  flights,  and  the 
Blue  Jays  advanced  two  doubles  teams  to  MAC  title  matches. 
Pipkin  and  Alena  Marani  T3  fell  in  the  title  match  at  No.  1 
doubles,  while  Alyssa  Neill  ’12  and  Stephanie  Ellwood  ’12 
came  up  just  shy  of  a championship  at  No.  3 doubles. 
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Volleyball 

The  Blue  Jays  claimed  their  second  Commonwealth 
Conference  regular  season  title  in  program  history  and 
finished  with  a record  of  23-10.  The  team  advanced  to 
the  conference  title  match  for  the  fifth  consecutive  season, 
but  fell  to  rival  Lebanon  Valley.  The  Blue  Jays  have  eclipsed 
the  20-win  plateau  in  four  of  the  past  five  seasons.  Holly 
Bubb  13  led  the  league  in  kills  and  became  the  program’s 
first-ever  Commonwealth  Conference  Player  of  the  Year. 
She  also  was  named  to  the  American  Volleyball  Coaches 
Association  (AVCA)  Division  III  All-Mid-Atlantic  Region 
and  AVCA  Division  III  All- America  Honorable  Mention 
teams.  Lindsay  Palm  13,  Andrea  Weaver  12,  Crystal 
Agnew  1 1 and  Kelsey  Hayes  12  earned  All-Conference 
distinction.  Head  Coach  Randall  Kreider  was  named 
Commonwealth  Conference  Coach  of  the  Year.

Blue  Jay  Competes  in  Nationals 


During  fall  2010,  forward  Javeim  Blanchette  13  returned  to  the  Caribbean  island  of  St.  Kitts  and  Nevis  to  play  for  his  country’s 
National  Soccer  Team.  The  honor  capped  an  outstanding  season  for  the  Blue  Jay,  as  he  competed  for  two  teams  on  home  fields 
more  than  1,700  miles  apart. 

Blanchette — who  has  played  for  his  country’s  national  soccer  teams  since  age  12 — is  an  outstanding  athlete  with  a lot  of  options 
for  his  collegiate  education.  He  found  Elizabethtown  College  through  fellow  countryman  Craig  Tyrrell,  who  is  the  soccer  coach  at 
Palmyra  (Pa.)  High  School.  Tyrrell  introduced  Blanchette  to  Head  Coach  Arthur  “Skip”  Roderick  ’74. 

Although  the  immediate  chemistry  between  the  athlete  and

his  future  coach  was  a strong  influence,  the  quality  of  the  College’s 
biology  program  was  an  important  factor  in  his  decision-making. 

“I  noticed  that  the  students  here  have  a high  acceptance  rate 
into  medical  school,”  Blanchette  reflects.  “That  fact  lured  me 
to  Elizabethtown.” 

Studying  so  far  from  home  was  a tough,  but  rewarding  choice 
for  Blanchette.  “It  was  difficult  for  me  to  leave  my  family  to  come 
here,”  he  says.  “But,  the  guys  on  the  team  are  like  my  brothers.  I feel 
that  bond  between  us.” 

Blanchette  received  the  call  to  duty  for  his  national  team  late 
during  the  Blue  Jays’  2010  season.  As  to  not  be  too  disruptive,  he 
delayed  the  trip  home  to  the  last  possible  moment  and  arrived  in 
the  Caribbean  just  in  time  to  help  his  other  team  to  a 1-1-1  record. 

In  2010,  Blanchette  led  the  Blue  Jays  in  goals  (8),  points  (20), 
shots  (37)  and  tied  for  the  team  lead  in  assists  (4).  Ranking  among 
the  conference  leaders  in  points  and  goals,  he  was  named  to  the 
All-Commonwealth  Conference  First  Team.  In  addition,  he  was 
a National  Soccer  Coaches  Association  of  America/Performance 
Subaru  All-Mid-Atlantic  Region  selection. 
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Every  year,  great  young  minds  bring  their  gifts 
and  talents  to  our  classrooms  around  The  Dell.

President’s  Report 
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For  my  final  report  as  president,  I am  pleased  to  introduce  you  to  some 
exceptional  students  whose  experiences  and  achievements  exemplify  the 
distinctive  features  of  an  Elizabethtown  College  education.  Their  stories  are 
inspiring.  And  they  remind  us  once  more  of  the  transformative  power  of  an 
education  with  a mission  to  tie  learning  to  service,  mind  to  heart,  and  theory 
to  practice. 

When  you  read  these  profiles,  it  will  be  evident  that  the  most  powerful 
education  is  one  that  is  gathered  around  the  deep  passions  of  the  heart, 
which  give  meaning  and  purpose  to  learning.

These  mentors  are  not  simply  teachers  in  the  formal  sense.  Instead,  they 
are  partners  in  evoking  learning  about  life  as  much  as  one’s  academic 
discipline,  in  building  character  as  much  as  intellect,  and  in  nurturing  a 
sense  of  large  purpose,  as  much  as  technical  capacities.

As  co-leaders  of  the  Integrity  Committee,  Kristin  Mance  ’1 1 , 
Erin  Johnson  ’12  and  Dan  Silver  ’12  share  the  common 
purpose  of  preserving  the  character  of  Elizabethtown  College. 

Kristin,  an  accounting  major,  is  entering  a field  recently 
overshadowed  by  corruption.  “In  any  profession,  integrity  is  a 
very  important  consideration — one  that  has  significant  ramifi- 
cations. I don’t  want  to  be  treated  by  a doctor  who  cheated 
his  way  through  medical  school.  I don’t  want  engineers  who 
didn’t  honestly  earn  their  degree  to  build  my  bridges,”  she 
reflects.  “As  a society,  our  standard  of  integrity  has  slipped 
little  by  little.  And,  by  reshaping  the  attitudes  that  our  students 
bring  to  Elizabethtown,  we  are  preserving  the  value  of  an 
Elizabethtown  degree.” 

Erin,  an  environmental  science  major,  emphasizes  that 
honesty  pertains  to  more  than  just  the  College’s  classrooms. 
“Obviously,  academic  integrity  is  very  important,”  she  explains. 
“But  I am  also  passionate  about  preserving  our  community 
integrity — maintaining  a campus  environment  in  which  our 
students  feel  safe.”  A community  invested  in  its  commitment  to 
integrity  explores  how  it  impacts  every  aspect  of  campus  life, 
from  security  of  our  students’  property  to  good  sportsmanship 
on  our  athletic  fields. 

As  in  past  years,  the  Integrity  Committee  is  continuing 
efforts  to  establish  a cultural  expectation  for  our  incoming 
students,  explains  Dan,  who  majors  in  biology/premedicine. 

“As  a peer  mentor,  I made  a lot  of  connections  with  first-year 
students  during  summer  orientation,”  he  says.  “I  impressed 
on  them  that  integrity  is  the  thing  that  makes  Elizabethtown 
Elizabethtown.”  He  and  other  committee  members  also  shared 
information  with  new  students  in  their  first-year  seminars. 

In  addition,  the  committee  co-leaders— with  the  guidance 
of  Professor  Louis  Martin,  their  faculty  advisor — are  launching 
initiatives  that  are  re-energizing  the  campus-wide  dialogue 
about  character  and  providing  faculty  and  students  with  tools 
for  success.  For  example,  the  student  committee  is  developing 
faculty  guides  for  each  academic  department  that  address 
specific  integrity  issues  faculty  might  face.  And,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Office  of  Student  Rights  and  Responsibilities,  the 
members  are  remodeling  the  process  for  managing  and 
addressing  breaches  of  social  and  academic  integrity. 
Through  their  collaboration  and  dedication,  this  group  of 
students  is  preserving  an  Elizabethtown  legacy  that  is 
foundational  to  our  educational  mission.

At  6 years  old,  Gavin  Spadin  ’1 1 was  diagnosed 
with  attention  deficit  hyperactivity  disorder. 

During  his  initial  evaluation,  the  psychologist 
posed  a series  of  situationai  questions.  At  one 
point,  the  doctor  asked,  “So  it’s  raining  outside, 
but  you  want  to  go  out  and  play.  What  do  you 
do?”  With  only  a split  second  of  hesitation, 
a very  young  Gavin  responded  with  just  two 
words:  “Get  wet.” 

Those  two  words  capture  the  zeal  with 
which  the  now  adult  Gavin  approaches  life.  He 
explores  the  world  around  him  with  a hearty 
appetite  and  sense  of  adventure.  For  Gavin, 
Elizabethtown’s  Masters  Center  for  Science, 
Mathematics  and  Engineering  is  the  door  that 
opens  to  a world  filled  with  topics  to  explore 
and  new  information  to  learn. 

“I  find  the  natural  world  fascinating,”  he 
reflects.  “And,  if  it’s  studied  in  the  Masters 
Center,  I’m  interested. 


“I  enrolled  at  Elizabethtown  as  an  engineering 
student.  During  my  first  semester,  I found  that  I 
enjoyed  pure  science  more  than  the  application. 

I made  the  decision  to  switch  to  physics — a 
decision  that’s  been  reaffirmed  over  and  over 
again,”  he  explains.  The  flexibility  of  Elizabeth- 
town’s physics  major  allowed  Gavin  to  explore 
other  disciplines  in  the  Masters  Center’s  halls. 
When  he  graduates  in  May  201 1 , he  will  have 
completed  minors  in  both  mathematics  and 
biology.  “If  I only  had  more  time,  I would  have 
gotten  a chemistry  minor  too,”  he  notes  with  regret. 

His  fondest  College  memories  are  of  his 
experiences  with  the  community  of  science  majors 
who  forged  their  relationships  during  hours 
and  hours  of  late-night  studying  in  Esbenshade 
Hall.  “During  peak  hours,  from  8 until  10  p.m. 
on  weeknights,  the  classroom  was  full,”  he 
recalls.  “The  semester  I took  organic  chemistry, 
dynamics  and  discrete  mathematics,  I was  there 
eight  hours  a day,  every  day.”

During  his  four  years,  Gavin’s  community 
has  expanded  far  beyond  the  Masters  Center 
as  he’s  ventured  to  study  experiences  around 
the  world. 

!n  summer  2009,  he  was  involved  in  cutting- 
edge  research  in  nuclear  physics  at  the  Thomas 
Jefferson  National  Accelerator  Facility',  one  of 
the  most  prestigious  laboratories  in  the  United 
States.  During  the  internship,  he  supported  a 
project  that  studied  quarks,  a fundamental 
particle  of  matter,  by  bombarding  a Helium-3 
target  with  the  accelerator’s  electron  beam. 

“Just  as  light  bends  through  glass,  so  do 
electron  beams,”  explains  Gavin.  “For  our 
calculations  to  be  accurate,  it  was  important  to 
know  the  exact  thickness  of  the  glass  in  which 
the  Helium-3  is  contained.”  So,  for  12  hours  a 
day,  he  completed  detailed  measurements  using 
an  infrared  laser  and  computational  software  to 
calculate  the  thickness  down  to  the  nanometer. 

This  semester,  Gavin’s  sense  of  adventure 
has  led  him  to  Africa,  where  he  is  taking 
classes  at  the  University  of  The  Gambia  while 
developing  applications  for  renewable  energy 
technologies  for  remote  communities  alongside 
Associate  Professor  Kurt  DeGoede. 

Motivating  him  in  this  new  quest  is  not  only 
his  lifelong  enthusiasm  for  learning,  but  also  a 
newfound  faith  in  God,  which  he  credits  to  his

fiancee,  Kathryn,  whom  he  met  while  studying 
marine  conservation  in  summer  2008  through 
the  School  for  Field  Studies  on  the  Turks  and 
Caicos  Islands.  “My  Christianity  has  changed 
my  outlook  and  is  helping  me  to  focus  outward 
instead  of  inward,”  he  reflects.  “I’m  really  enjoying 
using  my  knowledge  to  help  people  with  their 
everyday  lives.” 

As  his  collegiate  education  nears  completion, 
Gavin’s  looking  for  the  next  frontier  to  explore— 
a journey  that  may  lead  him  farther  than  all  but 
a few  have  traveled.  “I  see  space  as  the  ultimate 
adventure,”  he  explains  of  his  interest  in  applying 
to  NASA.  “It’s  definitely  something  very  few 
people  get  to  experience.  And,  it’s  a totally 
different  setting  for  all  sciences— providing  an 
environment  that  we  can’t  simulate  here  on 
earth  ...  at  least  not  very  well.” 

Preparing  Gavin  for  this  quest  is  not  only 
all  the  knowledge  he’s  gained  at  Elizabethtown 
College,  but  the  perspective  he  developed 
about  the  world  around  us.  “Elizabethtown  truly 
offers  a global  education,”  he  explains.  “Today, 
my  goals  are  much  broader  because  of  my 
experiences  here.”

An  Elizabethtown 


A 5-year-old  Lauren  Carmichael  ’11  could 
barely  contain  her  excitement  as  she  waited  at 
the  airport.  Her  mother  and  father  were  bringing 
her  a baby  sister  from  China.  “One  of  the  most 
amazing  experiences  of  my  life  was  when  my 
parents  put  her  in  my  arms,”  she  recalls. 

From  that  moment,  Lauren  saw  the  world 
as  a place  where  everyone  has  the  same  right 
to  happiness,  regardless  of  circumstances. 

“I  just  want  the  world  to  be  equal  and  fair,  not 
just  for  children  who  have  wonderful  families, 
but  also  for  children  with  disabilities  and  those 
who  are  underprivileged,”  she  emphasizes. 

Growing  up  in  Maine,  Lauren  had  few  outlets 
to  exercise  her  calling.  One  of  her  childhood 
friends  had  cerebral  palsy,  so  she  had  the 
opportunity  to  observe  therapists  at  work. 

She  practiced  the  techniques  on  her  dolls— 
fabricating  braces  and  seeing-eye  dogs.  So, 
it  seemed  a natural  career  choice  to  select 
occupational  therapy.  “I  just  like  the  idea  of 
making  the  world  accessible  to  others  ...  or 
at  least  a little  easier  for  them  to  access,” 
she  reflects.  ‘“I  can’t’  doesn’t  need  to  be  in 
anyone’s  dictionary” 

As  she  considered  colleges,  Lauren  was 
drawn  to  Elizabethtown  by  the  outstanding 
reputation  of  its  occupational  therapy  program. 
In  addition,  she  was  excited  to  learn  of  the 
College’s  2007  service-learning  trip  to  Vietnam,

which  had  been  developed  in  partnership  with 
Brittany’s  Hope,  an  organization  that  facilitates 
adoptions  of  children  with  special  needs  around 
the  world. 

In  May  2009,  she  and  more  than  a dozen 
others  traveled  to  the  country,  bringing  about 
$8,000  of  rehabilitation  equipment  and  cribs. 
While  in  Vietnam,  Lauren  helped  plant  a garden 
at  a Red  Cross  vocational  center,  painted  class- 
rooms, held  babies  starved  for  human  contact, 
and  provided  cultural  opportunities  to  orphans, 
who  had  seen  little  of  the  beauty  of  their  own 
country.  In  addition,  she  trained  Vietnamese 
staff  members  to  use  the  donated  equipment. 
“We  were  just  doing  simple  things,  but  we  were 
able  to  make  such  an  impact,”  she  remembers. 

Lauren  is  now  in  her  third  year  of  involvement 
in  Big  Brothers  Big  Sisters  and  works  part  time 
for  a family  with  four  children,  one  of  whom  has 
special  needs— her  passion  for  helping  others 
achieve  equal  access  spilling  over  from  classes 
into  her  co-curricular  activities.

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As  a member  of  the  orchestra  and  string  quartet, 
Leeann  Hackett  ’11  dazzles  audiences  with 
her  proficiency  on  the  violin.  She  also  shares 
her  talent  with  eight  young  students,  elementary 
through  high  school,  eager  to  become  as  skilled 
on  the  instrument  as  she  is. 

But  Leeann  doesn’t  aspire  to  stage  or 
classroom.  Rather  it’s  where  artistry  and  health 
care  intersect  that  she  envisions  her  career. 
“Music  therapy  is  a good  match  for  me  because 
it  involves  using  music  to  change  people’s  lives,” 
she  explains.  “In  my  classes,  I’m  learning  how 
to  musically  set  the  stage  to  help  my  clients 
improve  motor  and  cognitive  skills.  And,  at 
Elizabethtown,  I’ve  come  to  realize  that  service 
is  an  everyday  opportunity.  In  my  career,  I can 
always  find  ways  to  help  people.” 

Serving  her  clients,  though,  is  not  the  only 
thing  about  which  Leeann  is  passionate.  As  a 
future  professional,  she  also  believes  that  it’s 
important  to  contribute  to  the  advancement 
of  her  discipline. 

Currently  she  holds  leadership  positions  in 
two  student  professional  organizations,  serving 
as  president  of  Alpha  Mu,  Elizabethtown’s  music 
therapy  student  group,  and  as  parliamentarian 
of  the  Mid-Atlantic  Region  of  the  American  Music 
Therapy  Association  for  Students  (MARAMTAS). 
In  these  roles,  Leeann  is  supporting  the  planning 
and  execution  of  hours  of  service  and  advocacy. 
From  her  vantage  point,  she  believes  Alpha  Mu 
is  one  of  the  premier  student  organizations  of 
its  kind  in  the  nation.  “Elizabethtown  students 
are  some  of  the  most  prepared  and  active,”  she 
says,  noting  that  the  group  has  been  recognized 
by  MARAMTAS  for  its  volunteer  work  every  year 
for  the  past  six  years.

during  college.  “I  love  the  fact  that  Elizabethtown 
has  so  many  disciplines.  Every  semester,  I try  to 
take  something  very  different,”  she  reflects.  “I’m 
also  in  the  Honors  Program,  and  those  courses 
have  encouraged  a lot  of  self-exploration.” 

Not  content  to  sit  on  the  sidelines,  Liz 
sought  opportunities  to  partner  with  faculty  on 
research  soon  after  arriving  at  Elizabethtown. 
By  her  second  semester,  she  was  working 
with  Assistant  Professor  Jodi  Yorty  and  Bryon 
Martinez  ’08  on  a research  project  that  explored 
the  connection  between  stress,  decreased 
immune  function  and  tumor  development.  Over 
the  next  several  months,  Liz  supported  the 
investigation  that  looked  at  the  effects  of 
corticosterone,  a stress  hormone,  on  K1 1 
CD8+  cytotoxic  T-cell  line  to  evaluate  altered 
immune  response.  In  2009,  she  was  proud  to 
see  her  name  listed  among  the  authors  when 
the  team  published  their  results  in  BIOS,  the 
journal  of  Beta  Beta  Beta,  the  national  biological 
honor  society.  And  today  she  is  continuing  to 
enjoy  further  exploration  of  this  line  of  research 
with  the  guidance  of  her  mentor  and  grants 
from  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  Science  and 
Beta  Beta  Beta. 

With  much  of  her  Elizabethtown  experience 
playing  out  just  as  she  envisioned,  Liz 
unexpectedly  faced  an  interesting  dilemma 
in  planning  for  her  senior  year.  “I  was  already 
ahead  in  my  program,  so  I could  have  been 
done  a year  early.  But  the  classes  I needed

spread  out  through  my  senior  year,”  she  says. 
“So  I stayed  on,  but  I really  didn’t  have  any 
classes  to  take  in  the  fall.” 

As  Liz  weighed  her  options,  faculty  members 
in  the  Department  of  Biology  and  the  Office  of 
International  Programs  evaluated  experiences 
that  might  prove  beneficial  to  the  industrious 
student.  After  careful  consideration,  the  faculty 
team  proposed  a first-of-its-kind  opportunity 
for  Liz  to  gain  real-world  experience  during  a 
12-week  internship  in  Cape  Coast,  Ghana, 
working  with  the  non-governmental  organization, 
HEPENS  (Health  Prevention  and  Environmental 
Sanitation).  And  in  early  September  2010,  Liz 
left  for  Sub-Saharan  Africa. 

“During  my  internship,  I did  health  education 
and  health  outreach  in  many  communities  that 
aren’t  being  helped  right  now,”  she  explains. 

“In  Africa,  there  is  a definite  gap  between  health 
care  and  health  information.  You  can  go  to  a 
clinic  or  hospital,  but  you’ll  sit  there  for  five  hours 
before  you’re  seen.  There  are  too  few  doctors 
and  no  specialists  outside  the  main  cities.  And 
once  you  get  into  rural  areas,  there’s  nothing. 
Even  the  clinics  don’t  exist  out  there.” 

In  support  of  HEPENS,  Liz  traveled  to  villages 
to  do  health  education  programs  for  children 
and  adults.  She  and  other  interns  presented

information  on  nutrition,  food  safety,  reproductive 
health,  hygiene,  hydration  and  health  care 
practices.  “We  thought  we  were  teaching 
ridiculously  simple  things,”  she  says.  “But 
actually  it  was  information  they  had  never  heard.” 

As  they  traveled,  they  treated  basic  infirmities. 
“They  don’t  have  gauze,  antiseptic  or  alcohol. 
The  treatment  there  is  all  herbal — they  grind  up 
plants  and  pack  them  into  wounds,”  she  recalls. 
“One  woman  sliced  her  hand  with  a machete 
and  then  packed  it  full  of  herbs.  The  cut  ended 
up  infected.  So  we  cleaned  and  treated  the 
wound  and  then  wrapped  her  hand.  We  told 
her  to  keep  it  dry  and  change  the  bandage.  The 
idea  of  changing  a bandage  every  day  is  a new 
concept — something  so  simple  yet  no  one  ever 
taught  them.” 

In  addition  to  health  education  initiatives, 

Liz  applied  for  grants  and  did  bookkeeping  for 
HEPENS  and  started  a recycling  program  at 
local  schools.  She  also  volunteered  at  least  one 
afternoon  a week  at  the  Abra  Medical  Lab,  a 
diagnostic  facility. 

in  reflecting  on  her  time  abroad,  Liz  empha- 
sizes that  she  learned  as  much  from  the  African 
people  as  they  did  from  her.  “There  was  never 
a moment  that  there  wasn’t  something  new  to 
be  understood,”  she  reflects.  “Although  most 
of  us  think  we  ought  to  be  teaching  them,  there 
really  is  a lot  we  can  learn  from  people  of  other 
cultures.”  Ultimately,  Liz  hopes  to  specialize 
in  infectious  diseases,  with  the  goal  of  joining 
a global  health  concern,  like  Doctors  Without 
Borders  or  the  World  Health  Organization.

Heather  Slifko  ’12  arrived  at  Elizabethtown 
with  a servant’s  heart — desiring  to  use  her 
talents  and  skills  to  help  others.  “I  came  here 
knowing  that  service  is  my  calling,”  she  reflects. 
“I  love  that  Elizabethtown  is  committed  to 
Educate  for  Service  and  offers  a number  of 
opportunities  to  get  involved  in  helping  others.” 

In  January  2009,  Heather  connected  with 
Elizabethtown’s  Office  of  Civic  Engagement 
on  a bus  headed  to  Texas  to  rebuild  homes 
devastated  by  Hurricane  Rita.  “On  that  trip, 

I met  a lot  of  people  who  have  the  same  ideals 
as  I have — Nancy  Valkenburg  71,  Sharon 
Sherick  and  others  who  would  become  my 
friends,”  she  recalls.  “They  told  me  about  the 
Office  of  Civic  Engagement.  And  in  spring  2009, 
I began  to  work  with  the  office  as  an  assistant 
and  have  not  left  since.” 


With  the  organization,  Heather  has  served 
in  Louisiana  and  Florida  and  supported  a variety 
of  local  projects,  such  as  coordinating  aid  for 
older  Elizabethtown  residents  and  mentoring 
students  at  Milton  Hershey  School.  Through  her 
involvement,  she  not  only  has  helped  others, 
but  she  also  has  gained  invaluable  leadership 
and  organizational  skills.  “We  are  presented 
with  opportunities  and  given  the  latitude  to  run 
with  them,”  she  reflects.  “With  each  project 
I’ve  led,  my  excitement  has  increased.  And  I’ve 
found  the  encouragement  and  direction  I needed 
to  be  successful.” 

Over  the  past  three  years,  Heather’s 
dedication  to  serving  others  has  grown  and  now 
spills  over  into  every  aspect  of  her  collegiate 
experience.

Al  Gorton  ’13  first  met  his  father  at  the  age 
of  15.  The  man  brought  a map  of  Hershey,  Pa., 
and  photographs  of  his  family  and  the  local 
high  school.  “He  talked  about  his  family — pretty 
much  trying  to  sell  himself  to  me,”  remembers 
Al.  “Because  that’s  what  you  do  when  you  are 
looking  to  adopt  an  older  youth.” 

This  was  the  first  day  of  a happy  ending  for 
Al  that  so  many  other  children  in  our  nation’s 
foster  care  system  don’t  experience.  “I  was 
taken  away  from  my  biological  parents  when  I 
was  just  8 years  old.  I was  a ward  of  the  state 
from  1997  until  2005 — bounced  from  foster 
homes  to  group  homes,”  recalls  Al.  After  eight 
placements — none  of  which  lasted  more  than 
five  years  and  most  continued  only  a few 
months — Al  was  wiser  about  the  world  and 
more  sensitive  to  the  plight  of  others  in  the 
same  situation. 

In  high  school,  Al  got  his  first  taste  of 
political  advocacy  as  a participant  in  the 
Pennsylvania  YMCA  Youth  and  Government 
program.  “It  makes  me  happy  to  help  other 
people — especially  so  kids  don’t  have  to  go 
through  what  I went  through,”  he  explains. 

At  Elizabethtown,  Al  chose  to  major  in 
political  science  to  equip  himself  for  a life  of 
advocacy.  He  also  began  volunteering  for  the 
Pennsylvania  Partnership  for  Children  (PPC). 

Now  on  PPC’s  Porchlight  Project  Leadership 
Council,  Al’s  helping  set  the  agenda  for  the

organization’s  efforts.  In  this  role,  he  recently 
was  on  the  front  lines  of  a public  campaign 
supporting  the  passage  of  Pennsylvania’s 
Children  in  Foster  Care  Act.  “It’s  a bill  of  rights 
for  foster  care  that  touches  on  some  of  the  most 
important  challenges  affecting  these  children, 
including  educational  stability;  freedom  from 
corporal  punishment,  abuse  and  harassment; 
and  full  access  to  legal  representation,”  he 
explains  of  the  legislation  that  was  sponsored 
by  Pa.  Representative  Phyllis  Mundy,  of  Luzerne 
County,  and  signed  into  law  in  November  2010. 

Al — who  is  considering  a career  in 
international  child  welfare  policy — believes 
Elizabethtown  is  preparing  him  for  his  future 
by  opening  his  eyes  to  the  value  of  political 
discourse.  “College  is  a place  where  you  meet 
people  from  all  over  and  exchange  ideas,”  he 
says.  “I’ve  grown  a lot  here  in  my  give  and  take.”

during  an  unconventional  tour  of  Spain  with  a 
group  from  his  high  school.  “The  summer  after 
graduation,  we  rented  a car  and  just  drove 
around  the  country,  visiting  host  families  from 
my  teachers’  college  days  and  friends  they  had 
made  over  the  years.  It  was  my  first  serious 
international  experience,”  he  recalls.  “While  we 
did  some  touristy  activities,  most  of  the  trip  was 
about  digging  into  the  local  culture.” 

This  experience — meaningful  and  engaged — 
is  symbolic  of  Steve’s  continuing  presence  as  a 
citizen  of  our  world.  As  an  international  business 
and  Spanish  major  and  an  Honors  Program 
student  at  Elizabethtown,  Steve’s  hunger  for 
connection  has  been  whetted  with  study-abroad, 
service  and  internship  experiences  in  other 
countries.  In  addition,  he  is  active  on  campus  and 
in  the  nearby  area.

A two-month  internship  with  DENTSPLY  in 
Buenos  Aires,  Argentina,  offered  him  the 
opportunity  to  contribute  to  many  aspects  of  the 
company’s  supply  chain.  And  in  January  201 1 , he 
rebuilt  homes  in  earthquake-ravaged  Honduras 
alongside  members  of  the  College’s  Habitat  for 
Humanity  organization.  “My  internship  with 
DENTSPLY  was  an  amazing  culminating 
experience,  bringing  together  much  of  the 
coursework  I have  completed  at  Elizabethtown,” 
he  reflects.  “And  the  trip  to  Honduras  combined 
a lot  of  those  things  that  are  truly  important  to 
me — giving  me  an  opportunity  to  use  my 
language  skills  in  yet  another  Spanish-speaking 
country,  while  being  active  in  service.” 

Steve  is  an  AmeriCorps  Scholar,  completing 
at  least  300  hours  of  community  service  a year. 
These  projects  involve  him  in  a wide  spectrum 
of  civic-engagement  opportunities,  including 
mentoring  inner-city  elementary  students, 
helping  older  adults,  and  coordinating  an  Adopt 
an  Angel  program.  Of  all  the  service  in  which 
he’s  involved,  Steve  gets  the  most  satisfaction 
from  his  work  fighting  hunger.  “When  I collect 


food  and  bring  it  to  a pantry,  I know  that  I’m 
helping  a family  in  need  ...  that  I’m  providing 
something  very  essential  for  them,”  he  says. 
During  fall  2010,  he  collaborated  with  the 
Central  Pennsylvania  Food  Bank  and  the 
Elizabethtown  Food  Bank  on  a public  campaign 
that  created  Lancaster  County’s  (Pa.)  first 
Hunger  and  Homeless  Awareness  Week. 

On  campus,  Steve  is  active  in  Student 
Senate  and  serves  as  senior  class  president. 
Recently,  he  also  was  one  of  two  student 
members  of  Elizabethtown’s  Presidential  Search 
Committee.  “Selecting  a president  is  always 
a crucial  moment  in  the  life  of  an  institution,” 
reflects  Steve.  “It  was  definitely  a great  honor 
to  be  chosen  to  represent  the  student  body 
and  a great  experience  to  work  with  such  a 
dynamic  and  diverse  group.” 
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Steve  is  making  a difference 
through  experiences  as  varied 
as  his  DENTSPLY  internship 
and  his  many  leadership  roles 
at  Elizabethtown  College. 


Curious 


There’s  a lot  i don’t  know. 

BUT  FOR  ME,  I LOOK  AT  IT  AS  IF

Nathan’s  love  of  languages  began  in  kinder- 
garten, when  his  family  enrolled  him  in  a school 
just  across  the  Canadian  border.  Through  the 
fifth  grade,  he  spoke  French  at  school  and 
English  at  home.  During  his  junior  year  in  high 
school,  he  became  intrigued  by  the  Japanese 
language  during  an  almost  yearlong  visit  to 
the  country.  Desiring  to  further  his  proficiency, 
Nathan  selected  Elizabethtown  as  much  for  its 
strong  program  in  Japanese  as  for  its  accredited 
program  in  engineering. 

Through  his  participation  in  the  College’s 
orchestra  and  band,  Nathan’s  gift  for  the 
performing  arts  and  his  appreciation  for  team- 
work have  grown.  “It’s  gratifying  to  hear  everyone 
playing  together  and  to  know  that  you’ve  been 
able  to  contribute  to  such  an  accomplishment,” 
he  reflects,  noting  that  his  recent  involvement 
in  Elizabethtown’s  festival  commemorating  the 
1 50th  birthday  of  American  composer  Edward 
MacDowell  was  particularly  rewarding. 

And  Nathan’s  creativity  on  the  concert 
stage  is  rivaled  by  that  which  he  is  exercising 
using  the  scientific  part  of  his  mind.  Just  a 
sophomore,  he’s  already  published  mathematical 
solutions  in  the  journal  Pi  Mu  Epsilon.  And  last 
summer,  after  completing  his  first  year  at  the 
College,  he  supported  groundbreaking  research 
to  resolve  irreconcilable  differences  between 
quantum  mechanics  and  the  theory  of  general 
relativity.  During  the  experience,  Nathan  gained 
an  understanding  of  the  computational  software 
program,  Mathematica,  with  the  guidance  of 
Associate  Professor  Timothy  McDevitt.  He  then 
collaborated  with  a team — including  McDevitt, 
Professor  Mark  Stuckey  and  Professor  Michael 
Silberstein — that  is  using  the  program  to  model 
the  behavior  of  particles  in  the  relational  block- 
world  concept.  For  Nathan,  the  opportunity  to 
explore  uncharted  scientific  territory  was  exciting. 
“This  was  perfect — something  completely 
different,”  he  reflects.

An  Elizabethtown 
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Nathan  Caudill  ’13  looks  at  the  world  with 
a refreshing  curiosity,  focusing  on  its  mysteries 
as  opportunities  for  intellectual  exploration. 
“There’s  a lot  I don’t  know,”  he  admits.  “But 
for  me,  I look  at  it  as  if  there’s  a lot  I can  know.” 

Nathan’s  scholarly  interests  are  almost 
as  diverse  as  the  academic  offerings  at 
Elizabethtown.  The  student — who  is  skilled  on  the 
French  horn — was  awarded  a music  scholarship. 
Enrolled  in  the  Elizabethtown  College  Honors 
Program,  he  is  double  majoring  in  engineering 
and  Japanese  and  fills  his  overly  packed 
schedule  with  courses  “that  sound  interesting.” 
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Growing  up,  Katarina  Eller  ’11  heard  her  mother, 
Karen  Haas  78,  talk  of  studying  overseas  and 
dreamt  of  the  day  she  could  do  the  same.  “I 
always  wanted  to  study  abroad,  even  before 
I knew  what  college  I was  going  to  attend,” 
she  reflects. 

As  a German  and  Spanish  double  major 
at  Elizabethtown,  Katarina  lived  her  dream, 
enrolling  in  BCA  Study  Abroad’s  program  at 
Universidad  Veracruzana  in  Xalapa,  Mexico, 
in  the  fall  semester  of  her  junior  year  and  at 
Philipps  University  in  Marburg,  Germany,  in  the 
spring  semester.  During  her  adventures,  she 
enjoyed  classes,  explored  the  cities’  culture, 
and  practiced  her  language  skills  with  locals. 

“It  was  a little  intimidating  at  first.  But  at  some 
point,  it  just  clicked.  Unfortunately,  a semester 
in  one  country  just  isn’t  long  enough,”  Katarina 
recalls  wistfully. 

Language,  though,  was  not  the  only 
challenge  the  Elizabethtown  student  had  to 
face.  From  birth,  Katarina’s  vision  has  been 
impaired  by  retinopathy  of  prematurity  (ROP), 
a potentially  blinding  eye  disorder.  “My  eyes  are 
a bit  like  magnifying  glasses.  I can  see  very  well 
close  up,  but  cannot  see  very  far  in  front  of  me,” 
she  explains. 

Instead  of  being  constrained  by  ROP, 
Katarina  has  sought  assistance  in  reaching 
her  goals  throughout  her  college  experience. 
Through  the  Office  of  Disability  Services,  she’s 
been  able  to  access  the  Kurzweil  Program, 
which  converts  text  to  audio,  to  alleviate  some 
of  the  strain  of  extensive  college  reading.  And

on  her  journeys  abroad,  local  BCA  directors 
and  others  guided  her  on  personal  tours  through 
the  foreign  cities,  to  familiarize  Katarina  with 
the  terrain. 

On  her  own  overseas,  she  found  an  inde- 
pendent lifestyle  not  complicated  by  her  vision. 

“I  didn’t  have  to  rely  on  anybody  to  get  around,” 
she  reflects  about  the  cities,  with  their  readily 
available  public  transportation  and  easily 
traversed  streets.  “I  could  walk  everywhere  or 
take  the  bus  or  train.  It  was  easy  to  explore  the 
culture  and  exciting  to  be  independent.” 

After  graduation,  Katarina,  who  is  undaunted 
about  pursuing  life  to  the  fullest,  hopes  to 
complete  two  years  of  service  overseas  with 
the  Peace  Corps  or  Brethren  Volunteer  Service. 
She  believes  this  first  step  on  her  career  path — 
“being  able  to  travel,  gain  experience  and  help 
people” — will  equip  her  for  a life  of  service  as 
an  interpreter  in  a school  or  hospital  setting. 


As  an  Elizabethtown  student, 
Katarina  Eller  ’1 1 (who  is  shown 
left  and  below  with  her  faculty 
mentor,  Professor  Mark  Harman) 
courageously  pursues  her 
dreams  of  education  and  travel. 


Kurt  Deschner  ’1 1 traveled  more  than  2,300 
miles  from  his  home  in  British  Columbia, 
Canada,  to  find  a college  that  offered  a great 
field  lacrosse  program  and  an  outstanding 
premedicine  program.  When  a broken  hip  in 
the  preseason  of  his  sophomore  year  sidelined 
his  collegiate  athletic  career,  Kurt  didn’t  let  the 
injury  sideline  his  connection  with  the  sport. 
Instead,  he  redirected  his  energies  to  coaching 
young  athletes  in  the  Hershey  (Pa.)  Lacrosse 
Association  to  reach  their  potential. 

In  summer  2010,  Kurt’s  perseverance  was 
tested  as  he  volunteered  alongside  medical 
teams  in  Tanzania.  He  energetically  confronted 
the  heartbreaking  impoverishment  he  found 
there  to  make  a difference  for  those  he  encoun- 
tered. And  he  concluded  his  African  experience 
by  taking  on  the  challenge  of  Mount  Kilimanjaro. 

The  story  of  Kurt’s  journey  to  Africa  began 
about  a decade  ago,  when  his  father  preceded 
him  to  the  famed  peak  with  the  aid  of  an  African 
guide.  His  father  and  the  guide  struck  up  an 
easy  friendship.  During  their  conversations, 
the  guide  spoke  of  his  brother,  Gosberth  Baitwa, 
who  co-founded  the  Orphans  Foundation 
Fund  (OFF) — a Tanzanian  non-governmentai 
organization  that  provides  a home  to  children 
of  parents  who  had  died  of  AIDS— with  U.S. 
physician,  Dr.  James  Lace.

Having  heard  his  father’s  stories,  Kurt  was 
curious  about  life  on  the  African  continent  and 
wanted  to  use  his  developing  skills  to  serve 
the  people  there.  “Through  e-mail,  I connected 
with  Dr.  Lace,  who  continues  to  go  to  Tanzania 
two  or  three  times  a year.  I wrote  that  I’d  love  to 
come  to  the  country  and  do  whatever  I could,” 
Kurt  recalls.  “Dr.  Lace  responded,  ‘Grab  some 
hand  sanitizer— the  hospital  often  runs  out  of 
water— and  come  on  over.’  That  one-sentence 
reply  was  enough  to  motivate  me  to  buy  a 
plane  ticket.” 
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During  his  six-week  stay,  Kurt  served  and 
observed  at  Mount  Meru  Hospital  alongside 
Dr.  Lace  and  the  hospital’s  staff.  He  also 
accompanied  the  physician  to  the  bush  to 
offer  medical  services  to  the  Maasai  tribe.  With 
only  the  resources  that  Dr.  Lace  brought  from 
the  United  States  or  those  that  he  was  able 
to  obtain  in  the  closest  major  city,  Kurt  and 
the  others  treated  a range  of  illnesses.  “In  the 
Maasai  village,  there  is  no  sanitation.  They  are 
a nomadic  tribe  that  lives  in  cow-dung  huts, 
sleeping  on  hides,”  Kurt  recalls.  “The  children 
hadn’t  showered  in  four  to  five  years.  Thirteen- 
year-old  girls  were  pregnant  with  their  first 
babies  in  a society  where  it’s  ideal  for  a man 
to  accumulate  five  wives  and  30  children 
during  his  lifetime.  We  conducted  medical 
clinics  and  treated  women,  children  and 
men  for  malaria,  HIV,  scabies,  malnutrition, 
infections  and  worms.  We  also  dealt  with  a 
lot  of  ear,  eye  and  respiratory  problems,  which 
were  the  result  of  cooking  over  open  fires  in 
unventilated  huts.” 

Kurt  was  powerfully  affected  by  the  poverty 
he  witnessed.  And  in  the  hospital’s  neonatal 
unit,  he  faced  a heart-wrenching  moment  as  he 
watched  a baby  with  hydrocephalus  and  spina 
bifida  slowly  die  a preventable  death.  “In  North 
America,  women  have  access  to  nutrition  that 
enables  proper  fetal  development  so  maladies 
like  this  are  less  frequent.  Furthermore, 
physicians  can  insert  a shunt  to  empty  fluid 
from  the  brain  and  greatly  increase  survival 
rates,”  he  explains.  “It  was  horrible  to  be  so 
helpless  because  of  a lack  of  adequate  vitamins 
and  a simple  medical  device.” 

After  returning  home,  Kurt — with  the  support 
of  his  parents  and  in  partnership  with  OFF — 


Kurt’s  determination  found  a home  on 
Elizabethtown’s  athletic  fields  and  in 
our  laboratories. 
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launched  an  effort  that  raised  $7,000  for 
medical  supplies  and  a water  pump  for  one  of 
the  OFF  orphanages  he  visited.  “I  really  found 
a connection  with  the  people  in  Tanzania  and 
Dr.  Lace.  To  witness  and  be  involved  in  their 
work  was  an  amazing  experience,”  he  says. 

“It’s  something  I envision  being  associated 
with  throughout  rny  life— not  only  providing  aid 
but,  more  importantly,  helping  local  health  care 
personnel  obtain  the  necessary  knowledge  and 
tools  to  take  action.  This  will  allow  them  to 
create  a long-term,  sustainable  improvement 
in  their  lives.” 

Now  in  his  final  year  at  Elizabethtown,  the 
biochemistry/premedicine  major  again  is  using  his 
knowledge  to  serve  a disadvantaged  population 
through  his  involvement  in  a multi-year  research 
project  that  is  seeking  to  determine  if  the  identi- 
fication and  treatment  of  sensory  processing 
disorder  in  children  with  attachment  issues 
improves  their  outcomes.  In  collaboration  with 
his  mentor,  Associate  Professor  Tom  Hagan,  Kurt 
is  establishing  a low-cost  and  effective  means  to 
measure  salivary  cortisol  stress  hormone  levels, 
specifically  for  pediatric  patients,  and  helping 
validate  the  analytical  method.  The  research 
project  is  being  completed  in  collaboration 
with  the  Social  Work  and  Occupational 
Therapy  departments  and  with  the  support 
of  a community  agency.

Jamie  Bartolino  ’11  describes  her 
Elizabethtown  experience  as  a fairytale  college 
story.  “I  was  a very  quiet  first-year  student  with 
high  goals,”  she  recalls.  “I  knew  what  I wanted 
to  do,  but  didn’t  have  much  confidence  in 
whether  I’d  be  able  to  achieve  it.” 

In  her  first  semester  on  campus,  the 
communications  major  connected  with 
Assistant  Professor  Kirsten  Johnson.  Soon 
after  their  meeting,  the  pair  forged  a fruitful 
collaboration  that  has  encouraged  Jamie  to 
greater  achievements  than  she  ever  dreamed. 

“I  admire  Dr.  Johnson  so  much,”  says  Jamie. 
“She  has  been  a guiding  figure  to  me 
throughout  my  college  career.” 

For  their  first  undertaking,  Jamie  and  her 
faculty  mentor  launched  a research  project  on 
the  effectiveness  of  wikis  as  a classroom  platform. 
As  Dr.  Johnson’s  research  assistant,  Jamie 
completed  a literature  search  and  helped  survey 
students  about  their  perceptions.  The  findings 
reaffirmed  their  understanding  of  the  needs  of 
today’s  learners.  “My  generation  is  much  more 
confident  on  the  computer,”  she  explains.  “As 
opposed  to  raising  their  hand  in  class  to  speak, 
students  like  wikis  because  the  technology  offers 
them  more  time  to  think  about  what  they  want 
to  say  and  not  have  to  deal  with  an  immediate 
reaction  from  their  classmates  or  professor.” 


In  summer  2009,  the  pair  traveled  to 
present  their  work  at  the  Human-Computer 
interaction  International  Conference,  “i  felt  so 
privileged  to  be  at  the  conference.  I was  one 
of  maybe  20  undergraduate  students  who 
attended,”  she  recalls.  “Those  at  our  session 
were  extremely  complimentary  of  me  and  were 
very  impressed  that  Dr.  Johnson  would  conduct 
research  with  an  undergraduate.” 

With  one  success  under  their  belt,  the 
partners  collaborated  on  two  more  studies  that 
provide  insights  into  the  impact  of  advancing 
technology  on  perceived  credibility.  During 
the  presidential  election,  they  analyzed  a CNN 
blog  to  look  for  trends  in  citizen  journalism 
and  published  their  results  in  the  journal  Mass 
Communication  Research.  In  October  2010, 
the  pair  presented  the  results  of  their  third 
study  documenting  the  impact  of  Twitter 
posts  on  students’  perceptions  of  instructor 
credibility  at  the  Pennsylvania  Communication 
Association  conference. 

The  collaboration  with  Johnson  is  just  one 
of  many  that  have  spurred  Jamie  to  excel  at 
Elizabethtown.  “My  accomplishments  have  in  part 
been  the  result  of  friends  who  have  motivated 
me  and  professors  who  have  encouraged  and 
supported  me,”  Jamie  says  gratefully.

Over  his  four  years  at  Elizabethtown,  sociology/ 
anthropology  major  David  Spelfogel  ’11  has 
found  joy  and  aptitude  in  coaching  others  to 
success.  “I’ve  realized  that  I have  a calling  to 
help  people,”  he  reflects. 

Some  of  David’s  best  memories  center 
around  his  experiences  on  the  Mock  Trial  Team. 
“My  participation  has  really  showed  me  what  I 
can  do,”  he  explains.  “It  has  taught  me  how  to 
work  as  a team,  how  to  communicate  ideas, 
and  how  to  analyze  arguments.” 

As  a junior,  David  saw  the  team-then 
loaded  with  graduating  seniors — achieve 
success  that  positioned  them  among  the  best 
in  the  region.  “Our  case  theories  were  flawless. 
We  had  such  good  witnesses  and  attorneys,” 
he  recalls  of  the  team  that  lost  a heartbreaker  in 
regional  competition.  “We  fell  just  short  against 
some  really  tough  competition.” 

After  watching  a great  opportunity  slip 
away,  David  could  have  chosen  not  to  return  for 
a rebuilding  year.  Instead,  he  rejoined  the  group 
as  president  and  captain  with  a focus  on  the 
future.  “This  year,  we  have  a pretty  young  group 
so  I wanted  to  be  there  for  them — to  be  able 
to  mentor  them  and  provide  guidance  and 
leadership,”  he  reflects  about  his  decision.  “It’s 
just  what  you  do  when  you’re  part  of  a team.” 
Over  the  past  year,  he’s  been  proud  of  their 
success,  and  he’s  achieved  a bit  of  his  own, 
winning  the  all-region  outstanding  attorney 
award  at  the  201 1 regional  mock  trial  competition. 


David  approaches  his  role  as  a teaching 
assistant  in  the  Department  of  Sociology  and 
Anthropology  in  much  the  same  way— not  by 
giving  away  answers,  but  by  developing  skills 
that  last  a lifetime.  “I  love  working  with  younger 
students  and  trying  to  help  them  answer  their 
own  questions,  while  at  the  same  time  guiding 
them  and  building  their  confidence,”  he  says. 

And,  someday,  his  coaching  will  help  juvenile 
offenders  as  they  put  their  life  back  on  track. 

“I’m  gearing  myself  toward  either  working  with 
adolescents  who  have  behavioral  problems  or 
getting  my  master’s  degree  in  clinical  psychology 
or  counseling,”  he  says.  “A  lot  of  offenders 
have  drug  and  alcohol  problems,  and  they 
need  treatment  instead  of  just  imprisonment. 
Working  in  a rehabilitation  setting,  I could  help 
those  individuals.”

Alumni  Award  Recipient

During  Homecoming,  Deb  Bruno  Motika  77  was  recognized  with  the 
2010  O.F.  Stambaugh  Chemistry  Alumni  Award.  Established  in  1974  to 
honor  Professor  and  Department  Chair  of  Chemistry  Oscar  Stambaugh, 
the  award  is  presented  annually  by  the  Department  of  Chemistry  to  an 
Elizabethtown  graduate  for  distinguished  achievement  in  chemistry 
or  medicine. 

Deb — who  is  shown  third  from  left  with  her  family;  former  mentor, 
Professor  of  Chemistry  Emeritus  Jack  Hedrick  ’59  (fourth  from  left);  and 
Department  Chair  Kristi  Kneas  (far  right) — is  the  laboratory  manager 
at  St.  Joseph  Medical  Center  in  Reading,  Pa.,  where  she  began  her 
career  in  1978.  Early  in  her  work  at  the  facility,  Deb  collaborated  with  her  mentor,  Dr.  Charles  Pippenger,  on  foundational  research 
on  therapeutic  drug  monitoring  (TDM),  which  is  the  measurement  of  specific  drugs  at  timed  intervals  in  order  to  maintain  a relatively 
constant  concentration  of  the  medication  in  the  bloodstream.  Typically  used  with  drugs  with  a narrow  therapeutic  range,  TDM 
has  had  a tremendously  positive  impact  on  patient  care  and  treatment.  Currently,  Deb’s  department — one  of  1 1 laboratories  certified  by 
the  Pa.  Department  of  Health  to  conduct  drug  tests  for  cases  of  driving  under  the  influence — also  performs  gas  chromatography-mass 
spectrometry,  headspace  gas  chromatography,  and  graphite  furnace  atomic  absorption  for  a variety  of  toxicological  analyses. 

In  addition,  Deb  has  served  as  a deputy  coroner- toxicologist  for  the  Berks  County  (Pa.)  Coroner’s  Office  since  1990.  For  that  office, 
she  performs  toxicological  analyses  and  forensic  pathologist-toxicologist  interpretation  schemes.  Deb  also  teaches  courses  in  forensic 
toxicology  and  forensic  medicine  as  an  adjunct  faculty  member  for  Alvemia  University’s  Department  of  Science  and  Mathematics.

During  Homecoming  weekend  2010,  Janice  Longenecker  Holsinger  ’64 — a pioneer  in  early  childhood 
education — was  honored  with  the  Department  of  Education’s  inaugural  Distinguished  Alumni  Award 
in  recognition  of  her  inspirational  professional  accomplishments  and  the  difference  she  is  making 
for  others. 

Throughout  her  almost  40-year  career,  Janice — who  is  shown  left  with  Department  Chair 
Carroll  Tyminski — has  been  an  innovator  in  early  childhood  education.  In  1972,  she  opened  her 
first  nursery  school  in  Massachusetts.  At  this  facility,  Janice  implemented  groundbreaking  educational 
practices  as  she  educated  parents  and  teachers  on  the  then  relatively  new  concept  of  behavioral 
redirection,  which  emphasizes  positive  teaching,  rather  than  punishment,  to  change  behavior. 

After  returning  to  central  Pennsylvania  in  1974,  Janice  opened  the  first  child  care  facility  in 
what  would  grow  into  a highly  successful  chain,  the  U-GRO  Learning  Centres.  The  company — which 
operates  1 1 facilities  with  a combined  enrollment  of  more  than  1,100  children  in  Dauphin,  Lancaster, 

Lebanon  and  York  counties — provides  quality  educational  programs  with  a humanistic  approach 
to  child-rearing.  In  addition,  it  manages  two  intergenerational  centers,  one  of  which  is  located  at 
Brethren  Village  in  Lititz,  Pa.  U-GRO — one  of  the  50  fastest  growing  companies  in  Pennsylvania 
last  year — recently  won  first  place  in  the  2010  Family  Favorites  Awards  competition  for  best  child 
care  and  was  rated  as  the  best  child  care  in  Lancaster  and  Dauphin  counties  by  Central  Penn  Parent 
Magazine.  The  company  is  managed  by  a six-member  executive  team,  which  includes  Janice,  who  is 
chairperson,  and  son  Greg  Holsinger  ’85,  who  is  president  and  chief  executive  officer.

After  a long  illness,  President  Emeritus  Mark  Ebersole  ’43 
lY  passed  away  Feb.  12,  2011. 

Ebersole  returned  to  his  alma  mater  as  our  1 1 th  president 
in  1977.  During  his  eight-year  tenure,  he  launched  a series  of 
initiatives  that  improved  Elizabethtown’s  academic  reputation, 
fiscal  management,  and  financial  stability.  Reflecting  on  his 
predecessor,  President  Theodore  Long  says,  “I  know  that  his 
legacy  of  leadership  still  animates  the  life  of  Elizabethtown 
College  today  and  will  do  so  for  years  to  come.”  Highlighting 
Ebersole’s  accomplishments  were  a continuous  record  of  balanced 
budgets,  a highly  successful  capital  campaign  and  endowment 
fundraising  effort,  and  significant  investments  in  the  College’s 
infrastructure  and  equipment.  In  recognition  of  his  outstanding 
service  and  leadership,  the  Board  of  Trustees  awarded  Ebersole 
emeritus  status  in  1985,  and  he  was  honored  with  the  Educate 
for  Service  Award  that  same  year. 

Ebersole’s  career  in  higher  education  spanned  almost  four 
decades.  As  a professor  and/or  administrator,  he  served  institutions 
including  Bucknell  University,  Temple  University,  Elmira  College, 
and  Maryville  College,  in  addition  to  working  at  the  Ford 
Foundation  for  a few  years.  After  graduating  from  Elizabethtown, 


Ebersole  completed  graduate  studies  at 
Crozer  Theological  Seminary,  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  Columbia  University. 

In  recent  years,  Ebersole  continued  his 
service  to  the  College  by  providing  leadership 
to  the  J.G.  Francis  Society,  the  members  of 
which  have  remembered  Elizabethtown  in  their  estate  planning. 
Honoring  his  wishes,  the  Mark  C.  and  Dorothy  B.  Ebersole 
Scholarship  was  created  to  support  students  in  reaching  their 
educational  goals.  The  family  has  requested  that  memorial  contri- 
butions be  made  to  this  fund.
